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The number of graduates taking the licensure examinations is not increasing at the rate it should, and the percentage of geolo- 
gist graduates getting licensed remains low.

Take 
the time to carefully consider yourself as a licensed professional. M ull over what it means to you and what it means to those you 
serve.

Get to know your state legislator and voice your opinion. Plug into a technical or professional society. Be active in your profes- 
sion.

New Name for DNR's Division of Geology and Land Survey 
From Mimi R. Garstang, RG, Director and State Geologist 


After more than 28 years since the creation of the Missouri Department of Natural Resources, the 
Govemor of Missouri, the Missouri State Legislature, and the Director of the Department of Natural 
Resources, knew it was time to reexamine the way the Department of Natural Resources functions. 
Significant organizational changes are currently occurring within the DNR. As part of this process, the 
Division of Geology and Land Survey, will be given a new title and a new mission for the future. 


Our heritage dates back to 1853 when Govemor Price created the first Geological Survey in Missouri. 

Our role has been information and data intensive, science-oriented, and focused on meeting the techni- 

cal needs of Missouri citizens; especially in the areas of geology, hydrology, surveying and dam con- 

suction. This will not change. Our new mission, however, will expand our responsibility into areas 
where our expertise can be applied more effectively to the real world problems. 


The division's new name, officially effective October 1, 2001, became the Geological Survey and Resource Assessment 
Division (GSRAD). The new mission for our Division reflected in this tite includes a broader responsibility to assess Missouri's 
natural resources so the department can more effectively help prepare for the difficult natural resource development and pro- 
tection decisions we face. The work of our division will serve as the foundation for the regulatory functions of the department. 
Our division will be more directly integrated into the daily business of the DNR and will share a larger role in providing the data 
for sound natural resource stewardship. Our goal is to tailor our data collection, projects, and daily activities to more directly

Message from Division Director 


My office has been working diligently, through team input and much planning, to develop an optical 
imaging system that will meet the needs of the Division. I'm glad to report that we have begun imple- 
menting the new optical imaging system. The boards will be trained on how to use the system. Once 
trained, they will begin using the system and have the ability to scan daily mail received or other paper 
files and documents maintained in the board office. The boards will each determine what documents 
are to be scanned. 


As of February 19, 2002, we had 14 production boards that had been trained. These boards were using 

the optical imaging system and were scanning their documents. At that time, there had already been 

50,000 pages imaged. As of March 15, 2002, there were six (6) boards who were being trained on 
the system and it is anticipated that in the very near future, these boards will also go to production and begin scanning their 
paper files. Itis expected that the remaining boards will begin training on the system very soon and shortly thereafter, go into 
production also. It is projected that the entire Division will be trained on and using the system in the next few months. 


Please stay tuned as we continue to improve the services provided by the Division.

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Executive Director’s Notes 
RECENT RULE CHANGES 


On April 13, 2001 the Board of Geologist Registration filed a proposed rule change to lower the late renewal fee 
to $50.00 for anyone who does not renew by April 30 and that rule change became effective October 30, 2001. 
The late fee had been an additional $50.00 if renewed from 1 to 60 days late or $200.00 if renewed 61 days to 2 
years late. This additional $50.00 makes the cost to renew $150.00 if renewed after April 30 for up to two years. 
Should the licensee not renew within that two year window the license will become void for non-renewal and the 
licensee must reapply for licensure in Missouri. If anyone has questions about this rule change please do not hes- 
itate to contact our office. 


On November 2, 2001 the Board of Geologist Registration filed a proposed rule change to lower the Fundamentals 
of Geology Examination from $150.00 to $125.00. This rule became effective April 30, 2002. Any applicant now 
taking the Fundamentals of Geology Examination will be required to pay $125.00. 


2003 RENEWAL UPDATE 


There were 831 renewals mailed to Geologists who were currently licensed in the State of Missouri. These 
renewals were mailed around the end of January and as of May 1, 2002, 710 licenses had been renewed. On April 
23, 2002 Second Renewal Notices were mailed to 185 licensees. A check on May 1, 2002 showed 114 licenses 
not renewed. 


There were eleven (11) renewals mailed to Geologist Registrants in Training. Ten (10) renewed. The one (1) indi- 
vidual who did not renew has become licensed as a Geologist.

This process should provide the 
students with additional information regarding the dates, times and locations of the exams making it more desirable 
to take the Fundamentals portion of the ASBOG examination closer to their graduation date rather than waiting until 
the three (3) year practical experience has been completed.

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Recent Legal Action Taken by the 
Missouri Board of Geologist Registration 


The Circuit Court of Jackson County, in State ex rel. Nixon v. Binkley, No. 01-CV-218508, issued an 
order finding that Kevin Binkley and Environmental Audit and Compliance, Inc. ("EAC") had engaged in the 
unauthorized practice of geology affecting public health, safety, and welfare. 


Binkley, an employee of EAC, had conducted a limited subsurface soil boring investigation of a loca- 
tion and had prepared a geologic report which was submitted to the Department of Natural Resources. This 
report contained geological interpretations, analysis, and opinions affecting public health, safety, and wel- 
fare. This report was not prepared by or under the personal charge of a registered geologist, nor did it con- 
tain the seal and signature of a registered geologist. 


The Court ordered Binkley not to practice geology affecting public health, safety, and welfare until 
he obtains a valid license from the Board of Geologist Registration. Through Binkley's conduct, EAC also 
engaged in the unauthorized practice of geology affecting public health, safety, and welfare. The Court 
enjoined EAC from practicing geology affecting public health, safety, and welfare until EAC employs a 
Missouri registered geologist or until a Missouri registered geologist is otherwise in responsible charge of all 
conduct that is the practice of geology affecting public health, safety, and welfare under Chapter 256, RSMo.
